REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 remain allowed in connection with the present application. 

While Applicant does not dispute that each of the claims of the present 
application are allowable over the prior art of record as a whole, Applicant 
further wishes to emphasize that certain features identified in the Examiner's 
Reasons for Allowance are not specifically recited in independent claim(s). For 
instance, claim 4 does not specifically recite "the load is connected to and 
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disconnected from the AC power supply at a frequency which is at least 500 
times higher than the frequency of the AC power supply" mentioned in the 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance is applicable wherever it is appropriate in 
view of the language of the allowed claims and should not be in any way 
construed to limit the scope of protection offered by these allowed claims.
